Courteous 

Instead, he tipped his bowler- 
bat-courteously to the group of 
rails - bookmakers, “Gentlemen, 
you have been a little bit too 
clever for me.

With *that: the debonair, 
atraight-backed, immaculate- 
ly-cbresse old man took his 
leave, never to appear on 3 
racecourso again during the 
years which remained to him.

Yorkshire he would undoubtedly 
have recalled an almogt-parallel 
trap which had been baited for 
hhin on this same racecourse some 
25 years previously.

Wt was primarily for his con- 
ducl, not for his dress, that he 
achieved his reputation on the 
racecourse.

What was his seeret of suc 
as a punter — this Yorkshire:

(Rarely did he bet on only one 
horse in a race.) 

The bookmaker might reply 
"2—1 A, 3—1 B, 4—1 C." Han- 
nam would calculate the odds 
correctly a 1—3 that one of these

Insight | 

Here his Insight into the 
bookies’ psychology helped him 
fo strike a-favourable bet, He 
knew that they loved to have 
the odds laid on, 

He would’ therefore, make 
ihem a tempting offer of £9,090 
to win £4,000, which would 
almest Invariably be accepted. 

Hannam was aware that this 
wager showed five per cent to 
his advantage. (He once struck a 
bet of £32,000 to win £2,000 on
